A National Fault Making Itsell Fait. 
CHICAGO, April 7.—The carelessness 


of American exhibitors at the World's 
fair is likely to cause serious trouble in 
arranging exhibits and may delay the 
installation of some displays until 
June. It Is estimated that between 
now and the 1st of May 1,700 carloads 
of exhibits will arrive at the nark, and 
unless they bear more explicit ship- 
ping orders than those already re- 
(ived a blockade at the park Is inevit- 
able. 


To facilitate the handling of exhibits 


the World's fair management sent out 
months ngo instructions setting forth 
particularly that all cars of exhibits 
must have cards attached specifying 
the building for which the exhibits are 
intended. Foreign exhibitors have fol- 
lowed these instructions to the letter, 
but many American exhibitors have to- 
tally ignored- them 
The consequence 


is that wholo trainloads are arriving 
at the park on freight bills on which 
nothing is given to sho w the nature of 
the exhibit

In this position Mr. Aquillo J. Daugh- 
erty, of Illinois, appointed during Mr 
Harrison's administration, 
June 2, 


1890, stands on the record as consul. 
There are under him sue 
consular 


agencies, the occupants of which posi- 
tions are doubtless merchants of the 
country who art paid by fees, and 
these fees seem to be very small inas- 
much as only two make any returns at 
all to the department of fees collected 
and these returns are under 1225 a 
year. Probably many of them are na* 
tive Peruvians, though the names of 
•ome of them Indicate the contrary. 


Whether the outrage complained of 


occurred at one of the tmall agencies 
or at Calao no one at the department 
can determine from the tclegr am, but 
inasmuch an it comes from Lima, the 
impression prevails that the scone of 
the outrage was one of the interior 
points.

The report 
is a long one and deals with the drain- 
age and sewerage of Chicago, the city 
water works, the condition of the Chi- 
cago river and of Lake Michigan and 
sanitation generally.
